IS SPELLING (« ETTlNii WORSE! 


Who. says kids nowadays are­ 
n’t learning to spell as well as 
kids did 100 years ago? A lot of 
people have said so. Remembering 
the bad spelling seen in letters oi 
college graduates of the time, 
many people have put little stock 
in the modern theory that bad 
spelling is on the increase. Now 
there is something to back up ibis 
feeling. 
A recent issue of “ North C aro 
lina Education" has a reply to 
“critics who denounce 
its 
for 
graduating students 
who can t j 
spell doodly-squat. 
It seems that the editor decided 
to find out if the criticism was 
true. 
He 
secured examination 
papers in spelling turned in by 
ninth grade students of Spring­ 
field. Mass., in 1846. He sent cop­ 
ies to “teachers in schools from 
York, Pa., to Fort W orth, Tex., 
asking they be given to pupils in 
the ninth grade." Results: Pupils 
in modern schools made grades 
averaging 44 per cent.

A common one is for a West G er­ 
man firm to consign a quantity of 
steel plate, for example, to a West 
Berlin company which, either in 
connivance with the first firm or 
on its own, sends the material to ! 
East Berlin. 
This may be done by tr uc k —there 
are more than two hundred border 
I crossings within the city and not 
every one can be watched -or it 
may be done by train. The railroads 
in West Berlin are under Russian 
control, and it is not too difficult, 
to switch or reroute a shipment 
eastw ard with the aid of Communist 
railworkers. 
Another method is to alter or 
forge transit papers. 
The latter may involve bribing 
some German official wrho issues 
the permits. The first m eans is sim ­ 
pler. Regulations concerning which 
types of goods may or may not be 
sent are so detailed and so tech­ 
nical that it is fairly easy to ca m ­ 
ouflage the description of the ship­ 
ment. In many cases only an engi­ 
neer could distinguish between the 
legal and illegal products. 
Another way, one gaining popu­ 
larity the customs police report, is 
for the shipping firm to arran g e 
with the Soviets that the material 
be confiscated on the Russian-con­

A« a rule the w inter live tra pping is done in to w n s a nd < ities. in 
pa rks and cem eteries, in tree n u rseries a nd young orcha rds 
pla ces 
w here ra bbits ca u se da m a g e. Box-tra pped ra bbits a re libera ted in open 
hunting territory, in a rea s w here hea vy g un pressu re ha s seriously d e­ 
pleted the na tive stock. T h is hom e-g row n product is considered idea l 
for re-popula tion purposes. 
Tra ppers a re out to better la st w inter's record ta ke of 57,000 im ­ 
properly loca ted P en n sylva n ia ra bbits. T h e ca tch of b unnies in other 
recent yea rs w a s 35,000 to 40,000. 
From both the econom ic a nd the 
sporting view point the sta te’s rabbit tra pping prog ra m is one benefiria l 
to hunter a nd non -hu n ter a like.

Hack Ba ttles Ba rbed Wire 
Ga me P rotector Arthur T. Biondi, M ercer County, rela tes this u n ­ 
usua l deer story. 
Sa ys Biondi: “ In November, 1 ha d the un u su a l exp erien ce of freeing 
jsn eig ht-point buck of tw o hundred feet of ba rbed w ire tha t he ha d got 
ta ng led in one of his a ntlers. T his buek evid ently upset w hen he hit the 
wire, thereby putting a knot in it. U na ble to free h im self he took off. 
The wire fence and one post w ent a lo n g with him but the ba rbs, d ra g ­ 
g ing throug h the g ra ss, slow ed him down. W hen I ca m e upon him he 
w a s just running in circles. 
"I ma na g ed, with the help of an a ssista n t, to lea d him into a woods, 
w here he w ra pped a round a sm a ll sa pling . Then 1 g ot him by the a n tlers 
and cut the wire off. except for the knot, w hich is still on one horn. 
Outside of being pretty tired, a nd one a n tler just a little loose, the buc k 
w a s no w orse for his unusua l stru g g le. He m a y ha ve ma de a nice trophy 
for som e hunter.” 
Sm a ll fia m e S ea so n - S outh-W est C ounties 
Tw o Ga me Commission officers ma de th ese ob serva tion s on the sm a ll 
g a m e sea son of 1951 in sou th w estern P en n sylva n ia . 
T hey a re quite 
typica l of others received from tha t part of the sta te. 
Sa ys Robert 1). Pa rla m a n, L ig onier: “ W ith the exception of the co t­ 
tonta il ra bbit, which w a s a bunda nt in som e a rea s but sca rce in others, 
the past sm a ll g a me sea son provided the g un with m ore g a m e in the 
coverts tha n this officer ever w itnessed.

W ha says kids nowaday a are­ 
n’t learning to spell as well as 
kids did IOO years ago? A lot of 
people have said so. Remembering 
the bad spelling seen in letters oi 
college graduates of the time, 
many people have put little stock 
in the modem theory that Imd 
spelling is on the increase.

A recent issue of "North C aro 
lina Education’’ has a reply * to 
“critics who denounce

for 
graduating 
students

spell doodly-squat.” 
It seems that the editor decided 
to find out if the criticism was 
true. 
He 
secured examination 
papers in spelling turned in by 
ninth grade students of Spring­ 
field, Mass., in 1846. H e sent cop­ 
ies to “teachers in schools from 
York, Pa., to Fort W orth, Tex., 
asking they bt* given to pupils in 
the ninth grade/* R esults: Pupils 
in modem schools made grades 
averaging 44 per cent. The young

Massachusetts— where 
education got a head start— aver 
aged only 40 per cent. 
And in those days, even in 
Massachusetts,
